liOW MUCH \!!K r IHKV WORTH? 

We were talking not long since 
\ itli lo.r.c parties regarding the beet 
uituntlon of the present year, and the 
prosects of a contract pi ice of $5.03 
per ton. And. naturally, the low i rl e 
> an lamented, and various ivnaans 
rdvnnced fi.r growers not receiving 
more, some beleiving that the Factory 
officials cculd easily pay more if they 
choae. The point was not argued very 
forcibly, as only those who are In the 
sugar producing b Jsln n ss can fully 
appreciate the spread between the 
value of a ton of beets v hen it urriv 
es at the Factory, and the final value 
of the sugar when it leaves the Fact 
crv. 

But have you ever stopped to con 
Rider the vast spread between the val 
ue of an acre of beet3 and an acre of 
wheat? If wheat were $1 per bushel 
and you had a good yield of 30 bushel 
per acre, > *.i would have $30 return 
on this acre of land. You would 
have land, slightly improvised for the 
next year, the returns would be the 
work of your own hand, you would 
not be helpir'j any ne outside of you 
and your family. Your work is don e 
in three or four months, and if you 
poduce enough wheat >ou can live in 
comfort and case the ether 7 or 8, 
and if you don't produce enough, 
then you can keep going in the hole 
a little more t ach year a3 long as 
you can stand it, and then of course, 
bankruptcy. Cf course this may not 
happen, wo certainly hope it doesn't, 
but consider this, when you teed 
your crop you have no guarantee cf 
even 25c. per bushel. You may harv¬ 
est a crop, you may not. Your flnanc 
ing muat be arranged by yjurself, 
the Elevator co npanics are interested 
in buying your grain only, you can 
produce it and pay for it as you 
please, they will pay for it when it 
comes to the elevator. We are net 
finding fault with grain growing, we 
merely wish to make a comparison 
to bring these matters to the attent 
ion of those interested. 

Now take the average crop of 
beets, perhaps we should say a little 
about our pre-ent average, and you 
have a product which in it’s final 
stage is worth at a conservative est¬ 
imate, $150 to the acre. When you 
get your land ready the beet seed is 
paid for by the Company and charged 
to your contract, a driller will do 
you planting, and this will be charg 
ed to your contract, os the crop 
grows and give3 evidence of a good 
stand, more money is advanced, and 
when th e year ends you have the ex¬ 
penses of your production paid for 
and usually a fairly good credit bal¬ 
ance. Besides this there are w-orkeri 
taking car 0 of the beets, who get a 
living from the crjp, and upend their 
money in the district, helping the mer 
chandising establishments and nak 
ing a better district or all of us. 

Then when the raw product reach 
es the Factory, there are other men 
who are employed in converting it 
into the finished product, anj their 
wages go to make the returns local y 
that much greater. Then, too, there 
are the purchases mad 3 to buy sup¬ 
plies for the Factory, and all possible 
of this goes into circulation locally, so 
that directly and indirectly, a great 
multitude cf people share in the prod 
uction and financial returns of the 
beet crop. The cash keeps circulating 
mailing fer prosperity, contentment 
and solidarity in the district 

Then too. there is the matter of 
the benefit to the soil of a cultivated 
crop year after year takes cut of the 
toil, but conir aritivey speaking noth 
ing gcc.i back to enrich the ground. 
The weeda incense as a rule, despite 
the fact that good 3ummerfallowing 
methods are followed. On the other 
hand with beets, the c ntinual work 
ing the land receives keeps the weeds 
down to a minimum, the land is left 
in a condition to raise a bumper crop 
end net only that but with th» use of 
fertilizer, and irrigation .the fertility 
of the soil is enriched, and in every 
way the land iu better for the crop 
that has been raised. Then too, there 
remains the tops, a by-product of 
great value in the mixed farming 
1 rogram which is becoming more im 
pcruLive each cue ceding year with 
us in this district. 

Again let us state, we are not min 
imizing the value and importance of 
wheat growirg. Wc fully realize 
what it has done and is doing. But 
in the question of safety in preduct- 
ion, because of the indifference in the 
growth of the two crop3; in the mat 


tor of a guaranteed return for the 
time and labor expended, and In the 
matter of assisting tn the building 
up of your own fortune and helping 
to ata> illse Industry and build up the 
district, the beet crop Is one that cer 
tninly is worthy of cnstderAtlon, and 
every :r.an who has suitable land 
should seriously consider growing 
them. 

WIIAT AUDI T STATE MEDICINE? 

During these times of depression 
and uncertainty, many things come 
Into the daily routine that cau.e us 
to worry, and to wonder Just what 
the future holds. We are all fee'ing 
the pinch, it goes the rounds and 
there are few, if any, who escape In 
seeking a way out, and especially 
since the introduction of the contract 
price for Hospital service In the Mun 
tcipal hospitals, and a flat year y 
price in other institutions, people 
have been investigating the feasibil¬ 
ity of a contract for so much a year 
for medical service from their doc¬ 
tor. and there arc Reveal localities a 1 
around us who are trying this out 

Card^ton has a contract in force 
with their two doctors, whereby a 
rate of $25 per family is paid per year 
in advance, and the members of that 
family are then entitled to the ser¬ 
vices of the Doctor without addition¬ 
al expense for all major and minor 
operations and professional attention 
except in casei that require special 
treatment and the use of the X-ray 
equipment. Then in that district the 
Hospital tax entitles one to Hospital 
service for $1 per day, and a non¬ 
tax-payer is entitled to pay $6 00 per 
year and receive Hospital service at 
$1 per day. The plan in respect of 
the doctors, has not been in opera¬ 
tion very long, but to date from all 
reports it is working out satisfactor¬ 
ily, and many people have received 
medical attention for ailments which 
should have been treated long ago. 
and the Doctors pccording to reports 
arc confident that It will make a de¬ 
cided improvement in the health of 
the comunitiy at large. No doubt R 
will. i 

An organization on the Lethbridge 
Northern has a similar contract with 
some of the doctors in Lethbridge, 
but ju3t the terms of this contract we 
do not know, and will offer no com¬ 
ment thereon. There are also othcr3 

Now, why a contract like this? 
There appears to be a good many 
Reason?. In that first place, you pay 
your doctor bills while you are well 
and in case of a long sickness, you do 
not get up weak and unable to work 
and start to worry about paying a 
huge doctor bill. This is one decided 
advantage When your contract is 
paid you can rest eaay, and if you do ' 
get sick .you won’t have this bi'l to 
bother you for a long time. Again, 
when under this contract and you do 
feel “punk,” go to your M. D. and let 
him fix you up, Instead of waiting 
until you are real ill and probably in 
for a long siege because of neglect 
of the early symptoms. 

Then again, everyone would be help 
ing to pay for the services of the Doc 
tor anj he would know how much he 
w-ould get. Under existing circum¬ 
stances, there are some who treat a 
Doctor s bill very lightly, and natur¬ 
ally those who do pay, pay their own 
bills, an i also the bills of those who 
never try to pay. Wc do not say that 
medical feus are too high. We do 
say, however that if everyone paid 
their doctor’s bills, the fees could be 
reduced greatly, and the medical mm 
would still have a very good income. 
Of course much could be said both 
pro and con on this subject, but it 
is worth considering. 

Th e thing could be handled on a 
contract basis of so much per family 
or it could be handled through taxa¬ 
tion, and renters or non property 
owners assessed a tax like a Poll Tax 
for medical attention It would have 
the effect of putting everyone at ea^e 
regarding medical services, and the 
doctor would be able to sleep at nite, 
knowing that when he was called out 
there would be some reward ior his 
effort, instead of as at present, won¬ 
dering whether he will get anything 
or not. 'lhere are probably none who 
go more readily, and with less ques¬ 
tioning and bickering that the med¬ 
ico, and it would, no doubt, be a re¬ 
lief to know that at the end of each 
■n nth there would be a definite sum 
waiting, even though it be smaller 
than some months at present, it 
would be each month, and no doubt 
continue to grow from year to year, 
as it is a mutter that sccmn to be 
gaining favor wherever it has been 
tried cut. 

It is worth thinking about, and 
could be made the subject of discuss¬ 
ions or debates in order to bring out 
the points for and against it. It 
seems that with the Town and Sugar 
City Municipality both centering here, 
a system could be worked out that 
woulj not work a hardship on uny-

BEEF MARKETS 

Therc are two fairly good markets 
open to Canadian cattle: 

1. Great Britain 

2. The Home Market 

Only our very best cattle are ac.cpt 
able for the British trade; no other 
quality will pay thc cost of exporting 
them. 

Two classes of cattle enter lot > 
thc domestic market: (al beef that 
is fit to grade and (hi beef that ls 
not fit to be graded. There is always 
a good prospect of being able t<> 
make a reasonable profit on beef 
that Is fit for thc British market and 
lit to grade. 

In 1931 there were 27,149 cattl* ex 
ported and 17,240,748 lbr., cr approx 
imately 38,300 cattle sold in Canada 
as Graded Beef. In spite of the fact 
that grading is now seriously handi¬ 
capped by a shortage of supplies ol 
sufficiently well finished cattle, giai 
ing of beef showed 1,549,553 lbs. for 
the month of February, as compared 
with 933,571 ls. for the corresponding 
month last year. 

While tho price of beef of gra e 
quality waa not high, lower grads i 
were sold at a decided loss to thc pro 
dticcr. A recent sale of fat rattle at 
Birtle, Manitoba, March 12th, held un 
dcr thc auspices of the local Agri ult 
ural Society, and attended by Winnl) 
og buyers, illustrated this point. 
There were 33 heed cer-tagged as ol 
igiblc for graded beef, which in n hilt 
ion to drawing prize money from the 
Dominion Live Stock Branch, sold for 
an average of $3.32, while G3 taeaj of 
equally good conforma ion. but lack 
lag 50 lb?, to 60 lbs, fat, sold for tin 
average of $123. Three to si* weeks 
feeding at a cost of less than $2.00 
for grain would have brought thj pro 
ducer $18.00 per head more money. 
There waa a net loss to tho farmers 
r* that district of $1,184, because of 
lack of finish. 

Fed calves, that is calves 12 to 14 
months old. well fatted on grain, are 
In popular demand for Graded Beef. 
There Is also a market for n moder 
pL- number of heavier, well finished 
steers, and these latter ore also in 
dexan,i for the British market.

“The Mineral Position of the 
British Empire” is the suggestive 
title of a paper by l)r.
